He spoke on vari- 
ous competitive acreages in other 
parts of’ the county as well as in 
foreign counties. He particular- 
ly stressed the need of continuing 
to maintain high quality of Cali- 
fornia fruit in order to compete 
favorably with these areas. 

The expanded uses of by-pro- 
ducts such as flavorings and con- 
centrates was discussed by Mr. 
Thompson while Mr. Harlow gave 
a report on the fruit situation 
here. 

Herbert Larson, manager, re- 
ported that 335,000 packed boxes 
of oranges were sent from the 
local houses to the world’s mar- 
kets during the year. This pro- 
duction was down compared with 
the previous year due to the small 
size of fruit, he said. 

Mr. Wetherbee, who served as 
.president during the year, was 
in charge of tne meeting. The re- 
elected directors will meet soon 
to organize.

As Controls Of 


Everyone is today apparently 
happy over the new meat situa- 
ticn. 

‘It will take sometime before 
meat is available here but it 
should come in a normal manner 
within a few days,” explained C. 
Ernest Olson of Olson’s market. 

“Meat-hungry people have the 
assurance now that they can get 
what they want just as soon as 
the normal processes in meat cur- 
ing are completed,’ reported 
Frank “Tommy” Tomkins of the 
Central meat market. “I believe 
everyone is happy that President 
Truman. has removed the ceilings. 
At ‘least to us, it is like having a 
yoke removed from our necks.” 

Hubert “Red” Ewing of Walk- 
er’s market said he got busy 
just as soon as President Truman 
ecncluded his radio address. “A 
load of beef was brought in and 
the packing plant started opera- 
tion early this morning,” “Mr. 
Ewing said. ‘We will have some 
meat in a day or two. It doesn’t 
take long once the controls are 
removed to get into operation.” 

Dan Boone, manager of thé 
Safeway store here, expressed the 
belief that “best quality meat is 
obtained only after two weeks 
of curing and for that reason it 
is likely we will not have much 
meat until then.” 

“The public, I believe, is very 
happy over the situation and I 
knew the retailers are also glad 
to see the controls removed,” Leo 
Bigley said. “In fact, everyone 
with whom IJ have talked has ex- 
pressed pleasure over the new 
situation and the meat markets 
will have meat very soon. We ex- 
pect to have some tomorrow.”
